GETTING A “BREAK” 

Once in a while a farmer gets a 
break. I tdoesn't happen very often 
in these times, but it does happen 
occasionally. 

Take the’ case of 
farmers who could 
grain threshed last 


the Alberta 
not get their 
fall because of 


wet weather. Some farmers in the 
Wintering Hills district north of 
Hussar were in this predicament. 

The grain stood in the fields all 
winter, and threshing was attempted 
this spring. More wet weather 
caused further delays, and thresh- 
ing was not completed until just a 
few days ago. 

But the dark cloud had a silver 
lining, and the farmer was well re- 
paid for his delay. The spring 
threshed grain graded _ practically 
the same as that threshed last fall, 
and the price now is considerably 
higher than it was seven months 
ago. 

The set-back last fall turned out 
to be a real break for the farmer 
with unthreshed grain, but he prob- 
ably did a lot of worrying during 
the winter months. 

RESTRE TION OF 
WHEAT PRODUCTION 

Restriction of wheat acreage’ by 
the great wheat exporting countries 
proposed as a means of raising 
grain prices has so far found favor 


in only one of the countries con- 
cerned—the United States. Canada, 
Australia, and Argentina and not so 
enamored of the idea. 

The Canadian prairie farmer 
grow, the best wheat in the world, 
and he is the largest exporter in 
the world. He produces a product 
which is desired by millers for the 
manufacture of the best flour. 


and stands high above’ the grain 


raised in the other great wheat ex- 
porting countries. 

In normal times the Canadian 
Wheat producer possesses a distinct 


advantage over his rivals in other 
countries due to this high quality 
of grain. He is also at an advantage 
in having the best equipment for 
wheat production and the best grain 
handling facilitie, enabling him to 
raise wheat at low cost. 

Artificial restriction of wheat pro- 
duction is a very risky business. 
Controlled production of copper, 
rubber, and coffee, all met with fail- 
ure. Can it be done with wheat? 
Controlled wheat production would 


naturally meet with opposition from | question. 
the wheat importing countries who! the 


would object to artificially raised 
prices and stimulate greater produc- 
tion in those countries, thus defeat- 
ing the purpose of controlled acre- 
age. 

There ig certainly a great disparity 
in the price of grain and the price of 
manufactured goods, but perhaps it 
would be easier to bring the price of 
manufactured goods down to the 
low levels of farm produce. 

European countries have erected 
formidable tariff barriers against 
imported wheat in order to bolster 
up prices for their own grain - pro- 
ducers. Were these restrictions re- 
moved trade would resume a normal 
level and wheat exporting countries 
would not be faced with large sur- 
plus stocks and low prices. 

Perhaps a way out of the difficulty 
will be found at the World Economic 
Conference. 


ALBERTA COAL 
FOR ONTARIO 

The latest effort to market Alberta 
coal in Ontario ig announced in a 
reduction of $1.26 per ton in the 
freight rate of Alberta coal shipped 
to the eastern province. The new 
rate is $5.60 a ton. 

The geographical location of Al- 
berta’s vast col wealth, far from 
the Ontario market, is the greatest 
drawback to the development of the 
coal mining industry in this prov- 
ince. It constitutes a problem which 
has so far baffled solution. 

The great difficulty is the long and 
costly rail haul from mine to 
market. The new freight rate may 
bring about some increase in busi- 
ness to Alberta coal operators, but 
the measure is only a temporary 
one and the industry cannot expect 
to benefit greatly by it.

It is argued not without justifi- 
cation that he financial and econ- 
omic chaos of the world today is 
such that no nation can afford to 
contemplate failure at the London 
conference. But the unfortunate 
fact is that as far as Burope is 
concerned, economics have become 
inextricably entangled with politics, 
It is the problem of the London con- 
ference to unravel this amazing 
tangle; to make the economic ma- 
chin work, unencumbered by _ poli- 
tical considerations rooted in racial 
hatreds and ethnological divergen- 
cies. 


BUSINESS IMPROVEMENT 
IS NOTED IN WEST 
QUEBEC, June 6—Canada and the 
world have emerged from economic 
tribulation to a period of definite 
hope arising from the aggressive 
policies of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in the United States and 
probable results of the approaching 
world economie conference, said M. 
E. Nichols, vice president and man- 
aging director of the Winnipeg 
Tribune and president of the Can- 
adian Press, in an interview today. 
Sky high tariffs being maintained 
by most countries at present were 
responsible for clogging the 
machinery of commerce the world 
over, and it was to be expected saner 
and more sensible ideas would be 
one of the first results of the con- 
ference, said Mr. Nichols. 
Conditions in western Canada are 


very satisfactory and generally bet- 
ter than they have been for some 
time, continued Mr. Nichols. He 


said the Canadian west has had less 
disorder and fewer demonstrations 
this year than in any years since the 
depression began, and that crop con- 
ditions were also improved.

HANDIANG SWEET CLOVER 
FOR. HAY CROP 


The best time to cut sweet clover 
is when the plants are in the early 
bud gtage. On no account should the 
cutting be delayed after the first 
flowers begin to appear over the 
field. After sweet clover has reached 
the flowering stage the plant rapid- 


ly becomes woody and increasingly 


unpalatable ag a feed for livestock. 

In cutting sweet clover for hay 
the first crop should be cut high 
enough to permit a second growth. 
This growth does not come from the} 
roots ree the plant as would be the 
case with alfalfa, but from buds or} 
branches on the stem. Care b&s to 
be observed, therefore, to cut the 
crop high enough to leave some of 
these buds to start the second 
growth. fm a thick, heavy growth of 
sweet clover, sometimes some of the 


lack of sunlight, so it is necessary 
to make sure that the buds) or 
branches which are left are living. 
As a rule cutting at a height of five 
or six incheg from he ground is 
quite safe, although it is oceassion- 
ally necessary to cut somewhat 
higher. 

The simplest and most satisfactory 
way of cutting sweet clover for hay 
is by meang of the binder, haking 
the sheaves small and somewhat 
loose. The sheaves should be 
stooked in long narrow stooks runn- 
ing north and south, Even with 
good weather curing is rather slow. 
Mould should be avoided at is may 
prove dangerous to stock. Stacking 
should be done in the same way as 
oat sheaves, preferably outside, and 
in long narrow stacks. Sweet clover 
hay does not turn rain well go the 
ae should be topped with. grass
